The Saturday night dance at the 
Odd Fellows’ hall was bigger and bet¬ 
ter than the last, and another has been 
arranged f<5r Saturday, November 1st, 
with the London Life orchestra furn¬ 
ishing the music. 

The warm weather of the past few 
weeks has started some of the wild 
flowers and shrubs to bloom again. 
Every indication points to a nice open 
autumn and a long stretch of 
summer, which cannot be dupMcatvd 
in any other part of Canada. 

One day last week the Lethbridge 
Herald printed photos taken at the 
Vulcan school fair by the Provincial 
Government publicity commissioner, 
and all interested will be proud to ac¬ 
knowledge the compliment thus paid 
to this splendid community event. 

The Lethbridge Herald published a 
statement showing the wheat ship¬ 
ments on the Lethbridge rail division 
up until October 14 as 6,700,000 bush¬ 
els, other grains 340,000 and 2,000,000 
bushels in store. Following are some 
of the large shipping points: Vulcan 
345,000, Claresholm 520,000, Nanton 
440,000, Stavely 355,000, Granum 370,- 
000, Champion 290,000, Kirkcaldy 
170,000 and B^unt 220,000. The out¬ 
look in the Lethbridge division is 
about 18,000,000 bushels of wheat. 

Big yields of wheat are not so many , 
or so great as last year, but at. UjaU t 
there are some good ones, and this f 
one has just been reported to The Ad¬ 
vocate. Mr. Ross McLeod on seventy- 
two acres grew 3600 bushels of wheat, 
machine run, and this will weigh up at 
the elevator a little better than fifty 
bushels to the acre. The property 
which produced this splendid record is 
about two miles north of Reid Hill 
store. We get the information from 
Mr. Clyde Hall that this crop was 
sown with a John Deere seeder . 
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The, pupils wfioNwere dinners at the 
school fair who have been patient in 
their wait for the prizes will have 
their reward, for almost every day a 
few dollars in donations are being ad¬ 
ded to the exchequer, and the more the 
greater the amount of the prizes will 
he. There are a few who have pro¬ 
mised that have not paid, and this 
little item it is hoped will be a remind¬ 
er to them. In this connection cre¬ 
dit may bo given to Mrs. .1. Mitchell 
for the gift nf a turkey as a prize, 
but just for what has not yet been de¬ 
termined by the officials. 

Mr. Ed Wagner, of Nanton, was a 
caller at The Avocate on Wednesday 
afternoon. He was on his way out to 
the 101 Ranch to have a look over the 
place, being interested in ranching, 
farming and dairying. Mr. Wagner is 
president of the Nanton exhibition and 
is always active in community enter¬ 
prises in his town and district, and we 
discussed with him the swimming pool, 
fair, and the other things they,have 
over there, and he paid Vulcan some 
nice compliments, prompted by the 
geniality of our people and the at¬ 
tractiveness of the place. 

A resolution favoring the formation 
of the Alberta livestock board, for the 
purpose of fostering the livestock in¬ 
dustry of the province, was passed 
unanimously at a meeting of Alberta 
stockmen held at Calgary on October

USES OF THE AEROPLANE 

Various are the uses aeroplanes are 
put to. From High River is conducted 
rorest patrol work which has proven 
of immense benefit to the province in 
the way of saving our forests. It is 
a notewtorthy fact Chat the year prior 
to the establishment of forest air pa¬ 
trol in Alberta immense tracts of very 
valuable timber lands were destroyed 
by fire. Since the advent of the aero¬ 
plane in Alberta the loss by fire has 
been very small, thus illustrating its 
increasing usefulness. The use of the 
aeroplane in the securing of photo¬ 
graphs of unsurveyed territory has 
been a wonderful aid fn survey w*>rk 
and has enabled the department of in¬ 
terior to secure very reliable survey 
maps of districts in Northern Alberta 
and Manitoba, and at a great saving 
of time and money. Over in Texas 
planes are being used to spray poison 
oust to kill boll weevils at $1.30 per 
acre, the plane flying about ten feet 
above the ground. Application of 
planes to poisoning destructive insects 
and for the protection of our forests 
and bush lands in the foothills is far 
mere important than any round the 
vr.rld flight. The increasing useful¬ 
ness of the aeroplane is going to be¬ 
nefit Canada very much and as time 
goes cn a more progressive air policy 
. will no doubt be adopted in Canada 
when further experiments such as de¬ 
scribed above will be made. 

WHEAT POOL MANAGER DEAD 

' The news of the death of Chester M. 
Elliott, sales manager for the Canadi¬ 
an Co-Operative Wheat Producers, on 
Sunday, October 19, came as a shock 
to the people of Alberta. Prominently 
connected as he was, with the Alberta 
Wheat Pool, his death is an almost ir¬ 
reparable loss to that organization, as 
he had a keen insight into the grain 
trade and his business sagacity was 
said to be remarkable. The deceased 
was at Vancouver when death over¬ 
took him. He was only 34 years of age 
and leaves a wife and child. He has 
been troubled with heart weakness for 
many years but was always able to at¬ 
tend to his daily duties. 

NOTES AND COMMENTS 

The usual Armistice day two minute 
silence will be observed on Tuesday, 
November 11, at 11 o’clock through¬ 
out the British Empire. This is in ad¬ 
dition to the observance of Armistice 
day and Thanksgiving day on Monday, 
November 10, in Canada. 

It is predicted by an authorty on 
aeroplane travelling that within two 
years travel by air will be safer than 
by ship or rail. In future mercury va¬ 
por engines, the construction of which 
resembles a steam engine using fuel 
oil would be used in aircraft. 

The Hanna Herald makes compari¬ 
sons between Ontario and B.C. fruit 
being shipped into Alberta and the 
comparison is all in favor of the fruit 
from B. C. In the Okanagan district 
the fruit growers realize the value of 
proper grading while Ontario growers 
jumble their apples without grading 
or wrapping. Wthout question the 
apple from our sister province ranks 
high in comparison. 

Alberta has established a reputation 
in- the matter of raising turkeys. Our 
dry, sunny climate and extensive 
ranges tend to keep away diseases 
that affect turkeys in other provinces. 
They obtain their feed in wheat ahd 
oat fields and the cost of raising them 
is not excessive. We recommend to 
those interested in turkeys a careful 
perusal of an article elsewhere in this 
paper treating on the subject. 


CROWS NEST AGREEMENT 

Consequent upon the cancellation by 
the Railway Commisssioners of Cana¬ 
da, of the Crows’ Nest Pass railway 
rate agreement^ Premier Greenfield, 
repreenting the Alberta government’s 
views, mad the following statement: 
‘‘The Government of Alberta considers 
the maintenance of the Crows’ Nest 
Pass agreement absolutely essential to 
western producers. The decision hand¬ 
ed down by the Board of Railway 
Commissioners looks like the begin¬ 
ning of a long fight. The provincial 
governments acted jointly with the 
governments of Manitoba and Saskat¬ 
chewan in the recent hearing at Otta¬ 
wa, and expect to continue that ar¬ 
rangement. Unquestionably an appeal 
will be taken to higher authority. 
What the nature of the appeal will be, 
will not be decided until the govern¬ 
ment has had an opportunity to study 
the judgment of the Board and confer 
with the governments of Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan.” 

AGAINST THE LAW 

A sharp liook out is being conducted 
in the matter of shopkeepers through¬ 
out the province selling cigarettes to 
juveniles. This'Ts distinctly against 
the law which goes so far as to hold 
the storekeeper who sells cigarettes to 
a juvenile guilty of an offence, even if 
thd purchase was made on behalf of 
his father or any other adult, and not¬ 
withstanding that he had a note to this 
effect. It may be that this is not suf¬ 
ficiently known, and this should be 
taken as a warning by those-who wish 
to escape prosecution. 

An eastern visitor, seeing a sign 
over a Chinese laundry, was not sure 
that he could read it, but felt certain 
he oould play it on the flute. 

It will be of interest to many Cana¬ 
dian newspapermen who visited Eng¬ 
land last summer that T. P. O’Connor 
was elected by acclamation as a Na¬ 
tionalist. “Tay Pay” was present at 
several functions held in honor of Ca¬ 
nadian journalists and he made a fine 
Impression. 

Sarah Brown, correspondent for the 
Hearst papers related last week to 
several million Americans how she 
hid beneath a table in the dining room 
of Louis Swift at Chicago and peek¬ 
ing through a lace table cover watched 
the Prince of Wales eat his breakfast 
of ham and eggs. Another modest 
lady correspondent told of hiding her¬ 
self and watched the Prince come out 
Tit five o’clock in the morning and dis¬ 
port himself in the nude in the swim- 
mng pool on the Burdon Long Island 
estate. An ordinary cat would have 
decency enough not to do his peeking 
through a bathroom keyhole. Spying 
in the prince appears to have been a 
popular pastime with some of the 
newspaper correspondents. 

"Absolute falsehoods and state¬ 
ments that are apt to mislead the pub¬ 
lic” is the way Chief Ritchie of the 
Calgary police refutes statements 
made in Toronto by a prohibition 
speaker, with reference to the Alberta 
Liquor Act, The chief considers the 
Liquor Control Act of Alberta excel¬ 
lent and far and away better than the 
old act. there is less drinking in ho¬ 
tel rooms now and there appears to be 
a desire on the part of people to see 
that the spirit of the law is carried 
out. The great majority of drunks 
now are confined to floaters, or men 
who have drifted into the province 
from outside places. The Ontario pro¬ 
hibition speakers should at least try 
and be fair in their statements. 

The coal miners of the Crows Nest 
Pass were instrumental in their vote' 
to bring about a settlement of the six 
months strike. In the Drumheller 
section the vote was unfavorable which 
would indicate that the miners there 
are dissatisfied with the settlement, 
throughout province, as it means an 
The result was heard with satisfaction 
end of the economic waste of a strike 
and to the miners it means the securi¬ 
ty of a regular payroll while the coal 
operators will be able to recoup some 
of the losses caused by the long strike. 
The settlement should mean cheaper 
coal to the general public and it is to 
be hoped that the poor consumer will 
ndt be charged with the losses sus¬ 
tained during the period of inactivity.

Feeders, stockers—In¬ 
terest will centre in the Albertaa feed¬ 
er show, Calgary, Oct. 20 and 21; 
there will be a lot of fine cattle on 
hand and active buying is looked for. 
Prices this week about steady, but of¬ 
ferings not heavy. 

Hogs at Calgary held firm at $9 up 
to the week end, but this week’s sales 
were higher with $9.25@$9.40 paid 
one day and the next day’s sales at 
$9.25; bacon 10 per cent premium. 

Sheep prices holding steady at Cal¬ 
gary with lambs $10.50@$lt.&0; we¬ 
thers $9@$10.50; fat ewes, from $7 
down; breeding ewes, each $8@$12. 
Arrivals heavy during last period. 

Usually the fall grain market has 
been criticised for its declines, but this 
season it is bullish enough to suit the 
wildest of them. It has been down 
and Up several times and nobody can 
tell where the swing will settle. Wet 
weather which delayed threshing a 
week ago has fairly well cleared away 
and a lot of work has been completed 
during the latter part of this week. 
Grades are running low through a 
number of causes, dry weather in the 
spring, rains which brought fields 
along unevenly, frosts in some of the 
lower yielding fields ,will put the 
grade down oh a lot of the crop; but 
the heaviest yielding fields should 
grade out well. 

In all lines of produce the likelihood 
of the coal mines being reopened will 
be a great help to business. Creamery 
butter—All prices unchanged and so 
far as the local condition is concerned 
the market is firm; Montreal was 
showing some weakness; Vancouver 
getting most of its supply from the 
prairies. Dairy butter—No demand 
except for fancy table grades, which 
markets are buying at 24(ffi26c. Cheese 
—Tone better and prices up lc, with 
stiltons 22c and twins 19c. 

Egg prioes unchanged with Edmon¬ 
ton dealers buying on basis of 35c for 
extras. Shipments of live poultry 
light, except car lots which are ga¬ 
thered at country points; with heavier 
shipments birds that are put in goqd 
condition for later market should do 
all right. No line on possible turkey 
prices this fall, but crop is light and 
so far birds are reported under 
weight. 

Canadian potato crop short of last 
year, according to latest government 
figures, and Alberta, Saskatchewan 
and B.C. all lower, with Manitoba one 
wetsem province showing increase. 
Calgary dealers reporting lots offered 
at $16@$20, and the latter really good 
—and graded. 

Hay dealers reporting business slow 
and no new prices established in the 
Calgary district. 

Hide buyers say tanners show more 
interest in market, but not sufficient 
movement yet to justify any advances, 
but prospects are better

OUR IMPRESSIONS ! 

Being a Short Resume of Trip Across 
The Ocean 

By Charles Clark 

While Glasgow was full of interest, 
we spent much of our time outside 
that historic city. On the first after¬ 
noon of our stay we made a pilgrim¬ 
age to Ayr, to which tourists from ail 
:ver the globe flock by the thousand 
every year. We arrived at Ayr sta¬ 
tion in a pouring rain, but even that 
could -not interfere with our determi¬ 
nation to visit the scenes of Burns’ 
youth and manhood, and- before the 
afternoon had passed we were reward¬ 
ed by the sun breaking forth and 
warming up the whole countryside 
once more. All lovers of Burns know 
that Ayr has two bridges,' for he sang 
of its Twa Brigs. The New Brig has 
been replaced by a New Brig, but the 
Auld Brig, repaired in 1910, is still 
preserved by reason of the fame given 
it by the poet, and will be maintained 
as long as its stones hold together.' 

Ayr, though a very old town, is 
clean, attractive and in many respects 
modern looking, and may still lay 
claim to the description given it by 
Burns: 

“Auld Ayr, wham ne’er a toon 
surpasses 

For honest men and bonnie 
lasses.” 

In High street stands the Tam 1 
o’ Shanter Inn, now under a new j 
name, but otherwise very much as 
Bums knew it. This Inn, made fa- 1 
mous by the poet, was the reputed ga- ' 
thering place of Tam o’Shanter and ' 
his friends, particularly Souter John¬ 
nie, Tam’s ; 

ancient, trusty, drouthy cronie; 1 

Tam lo’ed him like a very brither; 1 

They had been fou for weeks 
thegither.” 

Here we stood in the doorway of the 
inn and had our photographs taken 
which makes a splendid souvenir of 
that interesting spot. The statue of . 
Bums which stands in Ayr represents 
him in his manliness, his first and 
highest characteristic. In this figure, 1 
he stands with his face toward Alio- i 
way and the Doon (which by one short | 
poem he has made world famous). A 
short ride through the suburbs of Ayr 
brought us to Alloway, where on Jan¬ 
uary 26th, 1759, the poet was born. : 
The cottage—“the auld clay biggin”— , 
c.f two rooms, the usual “but and ben” j 
of Scotland, was built by the poet’s 
father two years before, in 1757, and 
is now used only as a s^jow place, i 
though for years it was a public house , 
before coming into its present status 
of a world’s shrine like Shakespeare’s , 
birthplace at Stratford-on-Avon. Some 
of the old furniture is still preserved, 
and one need little imagination to call | 
up the little countryside home of 150 
years ago. Here Burns lived for se- I 
ven years when in 1766 his father j 
moved to Mount Oliphant, not far j 
away, to see the means of making a j 
better livelihood for his family, A 
short distance down the road is Allo¬ 
way Auld Kirk, the scene of the mid- j 
night dances of the witches with | 
“Auld Nick” for fiddler, which Tam i 
o’Shanter gazed upon and interrupted I 
almost to his undoing. The church is 
a min now, and even in the poet’s 
time was already roofless, but burials 
were still permitted in the churchyard 
and one (sees here the stone erected 
by Burns on the grave of his father. 
.Still further down the road is Burns’ 
monument, said to be an exact copy of 
a Grecian temple, and though criticism i 
of this style of a memorial for a Scot- j 
tish poet has been heard, it is un-', 
doubtedly beautiful and happily si¬ 
tuated. -* 

We stood in the little two-roomed I 
cottage where the poet was born; wan- r 
dered along the banks o’ bonnie Doon; 
lingered a while on the auld brig; 
gazed into the river below and climb¬ 
ed the top of the handsome monument 
built to the memory of Burns, and 
viewed the landscape o’er—hours 

thus spent being privileged ones for 
the lover of Bums. There are many 
other places in the neighborhood to be 
visited—Tarbolton, where was the 
Bachelors’ Club with which Bums 
foregathered; Mauchline, where he 
met and married faithful Jean Ar¬ 
mour; Ayr itself, the railway head¬ 
quarters of the Burns country, and 
Kilmarnock, where the first editioh of 
his poems was printed, not to mention 
Dumfries, far away to the south, 
where he spent the last five years of 
his life, where he died and where he 
was buried. Every place that can 
claim any connection with the Scottish 
bard is proud of it. 

Returning to Glasgow for the even¬ 
ing a most enjoyable evening was 
spent with J. J. Bell, author of “Wee 
MacGregor,” “McGraw” and other fa 
mous books and Mr. Eric de Banzie, 
who contributes such wonderfully cle¬ 
ver articles and criticisms t 0 Glasgow 
periodicals, Mrs. de Banzie and Mr. 
Hugh Savage of Duncan, B.C. Need¬ 
less to say an evening spent with such 
celebrities made an impression that 
will not soon be forgotten. 

A day was devoted to Loch Lomond, 
Loch Katrine and the Trossacks—the 
scenes of which are so faithfully por¬ 
trayed in that matchless poem, “The 
Lady of the Lake”. It was a delight¬ 
ful trip, and as we passed well known 
places, some one would burst into 
verse In description of it We went 


by train to Ballqck, and thence by 
steamer twenty miles up Loch Lo¬ 
mond to Inversnaid, It was a dull 
chilly morning, with a cold wind blow¬ 
ing, and we did not see Scotland’s 
most famous lake under favorable cir¬ 
cumstances. MafifcJ of us would have 
come away without appreciating the 
beauty that mountains add to a land¬ 
scape if it had not been that the sun 
broke through the clouds while we 
were sailing dowq Lake Katrine in the 
steamer Sir Waiter Scott. Then we 
got a most glorious kaleidoscope of 
coloring, as the clouds alternately sha¬ 
dowed the hillside, and then permitted 
the sun to light them up with rapidly 
changing shades of green and brown. 
It was a magnificent sight, and we 
could imagine how splendid Ben Lo¬ 
mond, which seemed rather dour and 
forbidding, would have looked with the 
sun lighting up its towering sides. Du¬ 
ring the run down Loch Katrine, our 
party stood on the decks of the little 
steamer drinking in the beauty of the 
scene. Loch Katrine takes its name 
from the caterans, or robbers, who 
formerly lived upon its shore. It is the 
source of Glasgow’s water supply, 
which is carried to that city in . two 
aqueducts 34 miles long. Loch Ach- 
ray and Loch Arklet have been con¬ 
nected with Loch Katrine so as to in¬ 
crease the supply, which now amounts 
to 67 milliofi gallons per diem 
in a dry season. In order to in¬ 
crease the storage the level of 
Loch Katrine has been raised 17 
feet, whicji has obliterated many old 
landmarks. Op the adjoining Loch 
Vennachar a similar raise in’ the wa¬ 
ter level has covered the site of Coi- 
lantogle Ford, the scene of the combat 
between Fitz James and Rhoderick 
Dhu. Loch Katrine is 10 miles long 
and a mile wide, and Loch Lomond 22 
miles long and from three quarters of 
a mile to five miles wide.

CONGOLEUM CANADA LIMITED, 1270 St. Patrick Street, Montreal. Quebec 


Threshingreturns from G. Malchdw 
and Sons farm near Stavely, indicates 
a very good yield, with 14,000 bushels 
from 300 acres of summerfallow and 
a cash return of about $ 21 , 000 . 

Fire destroyed the home of Mr. Wm. 
•Barr, a farmer near Claresholm on 
Oct. 20 and a son, Boyd Barr, lost his 
life. The fire started in the boy’s 
room and despite attempts at rescue, 
nothing could be done to enter the 
room. 

Church of England authorities have 
completed plans for the erection in or 
near Ypres of a memorial church to be 
used by the many thousands of per¬ 
sons annually making pilgrimages to 
the graves of the British dead who fell 
during the four years fighting in the 
Ypres salient. 

A football match was played at Pa¬ 
ris on Sunday last before 15,00(5 peo¬ 
ple between Germans and Frenchmen, 
the former winning by a score of 3 to 
0 . The Germans were applauded by 
the throng when they proved their su¬ 
periority. By special request of the 
Germans a neutral Englishman refer¬ 
eed the game. 

The Prince of Wales left Montreal 
on Wednesday for another visit to the 
United States. While in Eastern Ca¬ 
nada he was entertained royally but 
with dignity and he spent some quiet 
hours away from the whirl of society 
and the eager and enterprising press 
reporters. He reports having a very 
delightful visit in Canada this year. 

To prevent the spread of diphtheria 
at an Indian school, a Dominion Air 
service plane was used to convey a 
quantity of anti-toxin to Norway 
House from Winnipeg on October 20 . 
The life saving serum reached its des¬ 
tination inside of four hours and it is 
said the disease is now under control. 
Wonderful the uses an aeroplane can 
i>e put to. 

Four candidates were officially no¬ 
minated this week to contets the bye- 
election in Edmonton for the vacancy 
created in the provincial legislature by 
the resignation of Hon. J. R. Boyle. 
The candidates are H. M. Bartholo¬ 
mew, labor; A. F. Ewing, conserva¬ 
tive; W. T. Henry, liberal; Gerald 
Pelton, independentvliberal. Election 
day is on October 27th. 

Miss Eloise McKinnon a Nanton 
girl won the grand gold medal for Al¬ 
berta at the competition for elocution 
held last week at Edmonton. This is 
a high honor for the young lady, this 
being her third appearance in public. 
On the second occasion, she won the 
gold medal for the district in 1922. 
Miss McKinnon was trained by Mrs. 
S. T. Armstrong of Nanton. 

Alberta cattle were to the front in 
the prize winnings at the annual 
stocker and feeder show at Winnipeg 
the past week. Mr. Minnick, of ih,> 
Peace River district won first and se¬ 
cond for the best five Shorthorn 
steers. Wright of Lloydminster won 
first for best carload of Shorthorns, 
while Poynter Bros, of Monitor, won 
first in the Hereford classses. At the 
Saskatchewan show at Moose Jaw, Al¬ 
berta men also won prizes. 

During the month of September the 
Alberta government employment ser¬ 
vice was able to place a total of 6,658 
men in jobs, out of a total of 7,759 ap¬ 
plications, of which 662 were with¬ 
drawn by the applicants. Of this to¬ 
tal 5,049 placements were in agricul¬ 
ture, the majority being harvest hands. 
During the first two weeks in Septem¬ 
ber the employment service was able 
to fill 4,617 places out of 4,846, in com¬ 
parison, with Saskatchewan’s place 
ment of 4,452 out of 10,544 orders. 

W. J. Elliott, former principal of 
Claresholm Agricultural School and 
latterly ..with the livestock branch of 
the United Grain Growers, has been 
appointed by the provincial depart¬ 
ment of agriculture to take charge of 
the training of the British boys who 
will come to Alberta for special 
courses in practical agriculture at the 
Vermilion school of Agriculture, east 
of Edmonton. Under this plan which 
was evolved by Hon. Geo. Hoadley, 
minister of agriculture, in conjunction 
with the, British Overseas Settlement 
Board, young men of from 18'to 25 
years of age will be brought to Alber¬ 
ta for special training in agriculture 
before going on land. There are now 
fifty of these young men on the way 
to Alberta to take this course, they 
having sailed this week. More will 
follow later. *■ 

Swarms of geese and ducks are 
temporarily now hovering over the 
Big Lake and neighboring sloughs in 
quantities said to be as large as has 
been seen in many years and the nim- 
rods of the town are busy endeavoring 
to bag a few while the going is good. 
A number of geese have been brought 
in, the result of a lucky opportunity 
and shot, as these birds are very wary 
end wise and are hard to get without 
careful previous preparations. The 
big flock noticed here were evidently 
driven from the north by the late cold 
spell and snow there, experienced last 
week. They will soon be on their way 
south again but more will follow a lit¬ 
tle later as there were quantities of 
them in the north country where big 
bags were being taken- To the north 
of Hanna one party succeeded in tak¬ 
ing about 200 in one day and another 
couple were reported to have bagged 
over 50 in a single day. The sand hill 
cranes are also very much in evidence 
and are flying in large flocks but as 
there is a closed season on these, 
shooters are not allowed to take them. 


CROPREPORT 

Under ideal weather conditions, 
threshing operations are drawing to a 
completion in Southern Alberta, and 
are well under way in central and 
northern Alberta, with the prospect 
that the end of the present month will 
see most of the fields cleaned up. Since 
fast report cold, wet weather interfer¬ 
ed rather seriously with the threshing 
of the grain for nearly a week, but the 
past fortnight has been ideal for 
threshing operations. Frost, backward 
weather and the second growth of 
grain consequent upon late rains, have 
resulted in considerable tough grain 1 
comihg to market, and a general low-! 
ering of the grades of all grains 
throughout the province, chiefly * in 
central and northern ilistricts. Though 
a large area in the province is produc¬ 
ing light yields this season, due to 
lack of sufficient moisture in the early 
part of the growing season, some dist- i 
ricts are recording very satisfactory 1 
yields of both wheat and oats. In cer- j 
tain districts of Southern Alberta, i 
high average yields are being obtain- i 
ed, and the same applies to the more 
favored districts of central Alberta 
und the northern district of Peace 
River. In the irrigation districts, fall 
irrigation is being done on a large 
scale, and a considerable area is be¬ 
ing prepared for sugar beets for next 
season. Feed is fairly plentiful 
throughout the province, and will not 
present any serious problem during the 
coming winter. A large amount of 
greenfted is being harvested, although 
the hay crop has been light. The al¬ 
falfa crops in the south have been 
good und of excellent quality. 



WHEATGRADING 

Indignation meetings have been 
held at various points in Alberta, in 
tact throughout the west, protesting 
rgainst the grading of grain, and far¬ 
mers have petitioned the grain com¬ 
mission to investigate the methods em¬ 
ployed this year in the grading of 
wheat, particularly. The complaint of 
the farmers, • and they have justifica¬ 
tion in their complaints is that their 
grain is not being graded as it ought 
to be and the same as last year. What 
appeared to be glaring instances of 
wrong grading was submitted to the 
grain Inspector at Calgary by a dele¬ 
gation of farmers from Cayley but 
little satisfaction was derived from 
that party. Mr. G. C. Coote, M.P. for 
this riding, took the matter up with 
other farmers along this south line 
end they went to Calgary yesterday 
to discuss the matter with Commis¬ 
sioner Snow of the Board of Grain 
Commissioners. Mr. Wood of the Al¬ 
berta Wheat Pool attended the meet¬ 
ing but no satisfaction was obtained, 
as Mr. Snow had every faith in the 
judgmentof Mr. Hill, the government 
inspector. He had not examined the 
samples of wheat, complained of nor 
did he intend to do so. Mr. Coote 
pressed his point and finally, Mr. Snow 
agreed to remain over and make a 
personal examination of the wheat 
samples in question. Mr. Coote re¬ 
turned to Cayley last night but left 
for Calgary this morning to be pres¬ 
ent with Commissioner Snow and 
learn something more about wheat 
grading. There is a growing suspic¬ 
ion that influences are at work to low¬ 
er the grade of our wheat and far¬ 
mers will not tamely submit to chan¬ 
ges being made. They were satisfied 
with last year’s grading and with the 
grading in force up till two weeks 
ago. There are numerous instances 
that we could mention around here of 
wrongful grading this year but space 
lorbids. 


TURKEYJMWCES UP 

Every indication points to turkeys 
being higher in price this year than 
last, and farmers who have a flock to 
place on the market for Thanksgiving 
or Christmas trade, will make good 
money. This was the declaration of 
an experienced dealer. “I look for 
higher prices for turkeys and base thus 
opinion on reports from the large cen¬ 
tres in Eastern Canada, the coast and 
the States. There seems to be 3 sh ort - 
age of turkeys everywhere. * J l'he 
scarcity of feed has made it impossible 
for farmers, in the dry sections of 
Alberta, to run fowl. In other sec 
tionS of the south turkeys are plenti¬ 
ful and with higher prices prevailing, 
farmers ought to.make a neat profit.” 

“It is too early to make a guess, but 
l am satisfied they will be materially 
advanced. Turkeys were too low last 
year. Prices for Thanksgiving Day 
birds of good quality will be higher 
than those for the holiday trade. The 
farmer who has his turkeys in shape 
for Thanksgiving Day will get the 
premium price,” he said.

Nothing but 
praise was heard of the quality of the 
stock,, and of the 1400 head exhibited 
only a small percentage not being up 
to the mar^. S.. L. Van Meter of Air¬ 
drie sold’ a carload of two year old 
Polled-Angus for $6.34; W. R. Hull 
bought one bunch of 20 head of 2-year 
olds for $910; for another lot of 25 
head he paid $1,157; a carload of two 
year old Herefords was sold to F. Col- 
licut at the rate of $5.75 per cwt.; 
fifteen head of Polled Angus cattle, to¬ 
talling 17,180 lbs. said at 7c lb.; the 
Edmonton Feeder Co. paid $1,318.80 
for 20 head of Shorthorns. The sale 
was opened by Hon. Mr. Motherwell, 
minister of agriculture. The sale net¬ 
ted the sum of $51,000 and a total of 
1,172 animals were disposed of at an 
average of about $43.50 per head. The 
majority of animals offered for sale 
were yearlings, with a number of two 
year olds. F. V. Bennis of the Round 
T Ranch made a good showing there 
this year and was in the running for 
the champion car of Shorthorns, 
but had to give way to Usher Bros, 
who got' first place. Mr. Bennis had 
four carloads of Shorthorn yearlings, 
for which he secured first prize, an¬ 
other carload of mixed yearlings got 
second place and with his groups he 
got third prize. Last year the Round
